Refreshed by a long summer va­ 
cation and encouraged by its record 
in the past the Democratic party 
will be ready to resume the swinging 
of its axe upon the Baltimore plat­ 
form when Congress reconvenes in 
December.

miners felt that they were entitled 


to share in the enormous profits ac­ 
cruing to the coal owners by reason 
of the wTar. 
But even at that, when 
the trouble 
first 
started, 
the men 
said 
to tile masters, in effect “If 
you will sell coal at the old prices, 
we will go on working at the old 
wage. 
But if it is your puropse to 
make money out of the war, we see 
no reason why we should not share 
this profiit with you. 
We object to 
having 
our patriotism 
capitalized 
for your benefit. Is it patriotic to go 
on increasing the price of coal, not 
only to our own people hut also to 
our Allies.’” 


Regardless of whether the miners 
were right of wrong in their atti­ 
tude, there is no question but what 
the owners had taken advantage of 
the war to line their pockets. 
Coal 
prices iii London last winter aver­ 
aged $2.25 per ton above normal; 
and the cheaper grade- which most 
of the poor people 
buy—were 
in 
some instances 
as much as $2.75 
higher than normally . Against this, 
place the fact that the miners’ or­ 
iginal demands in their entirety am­ 
ounted to an increase of only 
9 
cents a ton on the cost of produc­ 
tion !

This 
is an off year so far as the meeting 
of legislatures are concerned.

sessions of the 
legislature of the 
various states have closed.

of administration. 
Therefore, prom­ 
inent place has been given to ad­ 
ministrative problems on tim Con­ 
ference program.

Macklin girl's death, he has men- 
tioned her name many times, and

Eversole in explanation of his move- 
ments previous to- and following the 
murder of the girl.

South Bend during the summer of 
1914, and that his trip to Milwaukee 
was made in the early spring. He 
also declared that'he had his beard 
shaved off in April, 1914.

Platform Breaking Continue 


Refreshed by a long summer va- 


cation and encouraged by its record 
in the past the Democratic party 
will be ready to resume the swinging 
of its axe upon the Baltimore plat- 
form when Congress reconvenes in 
Efecember. And the Democratic axe 
certainly has remarkable demolish- 
ing power. There the few planks re- 
maining intact in the platform 
on 


which the party got into ppwer, and 
those few will undoubtedly go with 
Jie others to the splintered heap. 


The reduced cost of living plank 


was perhaps one of the most potent 
of those that were smashed at the 
first opportunity, though the whack, 
wack, of the axe was heard at th» 
same time 
on the plank whicn 


pledged the party to preservation of 
;he merit system. It took lots of 
lammering to destroy those two 
planks but the free tolls pledge went 
out of the platform with only.one 
well-aimed blow. There is one thing 
that can be said to the credit of 
Democracy, however,—it has been 
open and frank in the destruction of 
;he platform. The three planks men- 
tioned above were broken into a fine 
quality of kindling wood without the 
least sign of remorse or shame, and 
yet the havoc was wrought on more 
openly than in the case of destroy- 
ing'the pledge of economy. Prom 
the day of its installation in power, 
the Democratic party lost no oppor- 
lunity to knock and hack and sliver 
ihat economy plank. 
The same is 


true of the efficiency plarfk. 
In- 


deed, there seems to lie much dis- 
play of glee as the leaders of the 
administration dance around the 
tew scattered remains of the effici- 
ency pledge. 


And there is to be no cessation 


of the axe swinging. The single-' 
term plank is still untouched but thd 
weapon of destruction is now swing- 
ing high, ready to crash upon that 
hated pledge. It is apparently doom- 
ed to destruction. It will go along 
with that other substantial but al- 
ready demolished pledge "not to in- 
jure legitimate industry." 
It can 


bope for no better fate. It will lie 
in the scrap heap beside the plank 
which pledged the party to the "de- 
velopment 
of a merchant marine 


without imposing additional burdens 
upon the people." It stands no more 
chance of survival than does 
the

The dead- 
lock continued and it was not until 
three days before the date of expir- 
ation of the old agreement 
that 


Walter Hunrirnan, President of the 
Government Board of Trade, whose 
most important duty it is to prevent 
strikes if possible intervened. Even 
then he did not go to South Wales 
to investigate conditions 'on the spot 
or by personal influence among, the 
men and masters endeavor to avert 
the calamity that everyone in the 
district was sure would befall the 
nation.. He handled the situation in 
good old bureaucratic fashion here 
at his desk in London. It must be 
said for/the masters that they put 
themselves practically in his^ hands 
when they .realized thedetermination 
of the. men. Hnncirnan framed 
an 


award which conceded most of the 
men's demands. But where as this 
was satisfactory to the'Federation 
leaders, it was rejected by the rank 
and file. After, keeping the men at 
work on day-to-day contracts for a 
fortnight, the leaders coul'd go'no 
further, and the strike was on.

The strike would still he on to- 


day—or there would have been na- 
tionalization of the mines—were it 
not for Lloyd George. 
When the 


Minister of Munitions went to South 
Wales he carried concealed weapons 
but he didn't have to use them. His 
marvelous personal magnetism won 
the day with his fellow countrymen. 
It was some job, and it is exceed- 
ingly doubtful if any other man in 
England could 
have 
accomplished 


the result so satisfactorily, espec- 
ially in view of the fierce resentment 
that had been aroused through the 
hasty application of the penalty 
clauses of the Munitions Act to the 
district. That the men got nearly 
all they asked for was due to Lloyd 
George's appreciation of the justice 
,of their claim to a fair share of the 
war profits of the masters.

FAVOR CITIZEN SOLDIERY 


Administrative Problems Will Have 


Place on Program—To DIs- 


- cuss Short Ballot. 


' Madison, Wis.,,Aug. 1C.—Thirty- 
six governors of as many states •will 
meet in Boston, August 24, 25, 26 
and 27, to attend the Annual sessions 
of the-Governors' Conference, where 
thcsr will hear and participate in the 
•discussion of what the states can do 
to improve the national defense, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Sec- 
retary M. C. Bilcy, gecretary of the 
Conference. 


"While the times a'nd conditions 


have forced this subject upon the at- 
tention of the entire world, no gov- 
ernorj so far as I have heard, fears 
that the 
present world 
war' will 


force the" United States to adopt a 
policy of militarism," said Secretary 
Sjley. "However, all the governors 
feel that it is time that immediate 
steps be taken to develop a stronger 
and more efficient citizen-soldier}'. 
For this reason, the Relation of the 
State to the National Defense has 
been given a prominent place on the 
program. 


"Notwithstanding all this, other 


important subjects will be considered. 
In many states there has grown up 
in recent years a well defined move- 
tment to concentrate in the executive 
responsibility for efficient service and 
economical 
administration. 
Many 


governors will go to 
Boston 
this 


year expecting to benefit in a large 
Tray from an exchange of experience 
with executives of other states. This 
is an off year so far as the meeting 
of' legislatures are concerned. The 
sessions of the 
legislature .of the 


various states have closed. The at- 
tention of the governors for the next 
year will be centered upon problems 
of administration. Therefore, prom- 
inent place has been given to ad- 
ministrative problems on the Con- 
ference program. Under this head 
the following subjects will be pre- 
sented and discussed: "The Short 
Ballot," "The Functions of the Gov- 
ernor in Relation 
to 
the 
State 


Budget," and "Economy and Efficien- 
cy in the State." 


"Governors Whitman of New York. 


Alexander of Idaho. Hammond of 
Minnesota, Willis of Ohio, Major of 
Missouri, Spaulding of New Hamp- 
shire, and Byrne of South Dakota 
Trill present these papers and lead 
the discussions to follow. 


"Governors of the western states 


will present their conceptions of what 
is true conservation of natural re- 
sources. Many of them have taken 
direct issue /with the federal' policy 
of retaining under federal control 
lands and mines, and water power 
sites. These governors insist that 
substantial and satisfactory pro- 
gress in the development of the west 
-cannot be expected under the federal 
policy and that true progress can 
only be made by allowing the western 
states to deal with these problems 
according to their judgment which 
is based upon a more intimate kuow- 
ledgc of the- situation.

Spry of Utah, Boyle of Nevada and 
former Governors Ammonds of Col-
